You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Ifall, in said town, on the second Tuesday of March 
next, March 12, 1946, to act upon the subjects herein 
after mentioned. The polls will be open at said place 
and date from 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon until 3 :00 
o’clock in the afternoon for the reception of your 
ballots upon the election of town officers under the 
Non-Partisan Ballot System; furthermore, you are 
hereby warned that on said date and place, at 9:30 
©’clock in the forenoon, the matters of appropriations 
and such other business properly coming before said 
meeting will be taken up for your consideration and 
action. 

1. To choose by ballot the following town offi- 
cers for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a town 
treasurer, a tax collector, one auditor, two road 
agents, two constables, two sextons, and one trustee 
for the Cemetery Trust funds. 

2. To choose by ballot the following town offi- 
cers for the ensuing three years: one selectman, one 
library trustee. 

3. To see if the town will instruct its selectmen 
to appoint all other town officers as required by law. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriations for same. 
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5. To see what sums of money the Town will 
vote to raise for Highways to be expended by the 
Road Agents. 

6. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for Snow Removal. 

7. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for Maintenance. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to accept State 
Aid for T. R. A. and appropriate $300.61 and set 
aside for this purpose. The State will contribute 
¢ 1202.44. 

9. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for Current Expenses. . 

10. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for Town Relief. 

11. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for Old Age Assistance. 

12. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise to meet interest charges for the ensuing 
year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the Stark School Board: 


The schools in Stark opened on September 4th 
with an enrollment of 50 pupils. Fourteen pupils 
zttended the school in Crystal and thirty-six in the 
Village. In addition fourteen pupils are attending 
Groveton High School. These include Lorraine Bick- 
ford, Leon Hickey and George McKinnon whe com- 
pleted their elementary work in our schools last year. 

Mrs. Maud Sanderson returned to the Crysta! 
school, Mrs. Urania House transferred from Perey to 
the Village and Mrs. Winnifred Hart ef West Milan 
was engaged to handle the primary grades. 

The following pupils should be congratulated on 
their record of perfect attendance during the school 
year: Patricia Deering, Albert Frizzell, Roselyn

Conley, Richard Hickey, Leon Hickey, Beverly Miles 
and Victorine Stuart of the Village School and Eu- 
gene Hodgkins of the Perey School. 


Electric lights have been installed n the Crystal 
school and this is an excellent improvement as the 
lighting was poor, particularly on dark days in the 
afternoon. An evening program was held on Decem- 
ber 20th on the occasion of the Christmas observance 
—the school was well hghted including lights on the 
Lee. 

The Village school was painted in the fall and 
this was a noticeable improvement in the appearance 
of the building. The pupils and the adults are an- 
xious that the school property be up to standard and 
attractive. 


The health examination conducted by Miss Flor- 
ence Wheeler, R. N. revealed the following: 5 pupils 
underweight, 5 with defective vision, 25 with defect- 
ive teeth, 4 diseased tonsils and 4 with adenoids. 
Corrections included 2 improved vision, 4 tonsils re- 
moved, 4 adenoids, and 6 treated for defective tecth. 

An analysis of the English program in the upper 
vyades indicated that our pupils were not getting 
the same type of training as other pupils who were 
entering Grade IX in Groveton High School. New 
srammar and literature books were purchased com- 
plete with workbooks and tests so that pupils leav- 
ing our schools in the future will have the same 
background as their classmates. J feel sure that this 
will prove beneficial in the years to come. 

The reading program in the primary grades has 
been brought up-to-date with the use of the new Mae- 
Millan reading series. This series aims at giving the 
pupil a stable foundation so that growth in reading 
will be steady and continual. 

One of the projects which should be worked on

in the year ahead is the purchase of more source mat- 
erials. Encyclopedias, maps, science research books, 
picture dictionaries, history reference books and 
books which will bring ,up-to-date the many social 
economie and scientific changes of the Atomic Age. 
It is further hoped that films will be available to 
bring to the classroom in visual forms some of the 
happenings of the day. 

J am sure that there are many ways we can im- 
prove our educational system and these improve- 
ments will be forthcoming. I do not hesitate to say, 
however, that the job at present is being well done 
and with the further cooperation of the pupils and 
parents we will give liberally of our time and effort 
to bring about better schools.

REAL ESTATE: Sponsoring real estate organi: 
zation to improve general conditions, standardize fees 
and services; distributing lists of prospects for prop- 
erties. ($75,000 of sales reported last year.) 

PUBLICITY: Presenting advantages of towns 
and region by advertising, news and printed mat- 
erial—20,000 winter folders and newspaper advertis- 
ing; 20,000 fishing-hunting folders; attendance of 
well-known guide and secretary at sportsmen’s 
shows; 25,000 pictorial booklets and 100,000 low-cost 
foiders planned for spring. 

TRADE SCHOOLS: Developing possibilities for 
siate aid trade schools and vocational courses in reg; 
ion schools for presentation to the state board of edu- 
cation. 

TRANSPORTATION: Securing improved rail 
and bus service for sections needing it; keeping region 
requirements before transportation agencies. 

GENERAL: Assisting on all types of town prob- 
lems; representing town interests before state and 
other agencies; maintaining information center for 
use of citizens; furnishing region data for state de- 
partments; answering thousands of inquiries on all 
subjects.
